they were when prices of their products were at the peak, and 
ihat for this reason they are not buying so freely, but if this 
condition continues retail prices will in time have to yield fur- 
ther than they have as yet, and that will be a big help to all 
classes.

For these and other reasons the people are in a position to 


face the new year will) coura.ge and cheer. 
All signs point to 


continued progress on the way back to normal conditions, 
which is what the country has been wailing for ever since (lie 
close of the war. 
A period of unprecedented inflation has 


passed and (lie profiteering that accompanied it is gradually 
drawing to a close. There is still more than there should be 
of this effort to take advantage of the consuming public, but 
the days of the miserable business are numbered and traders 
of all classes must soon gel down to earth or go out of business. 


For all of these things the people should be grateful, and 


they are. They see better times ahead, with the prospect of 
steadier employment and steadier incomes for the workers, 
and a more regular, turning of the wheels of industry in every 
part of the country.
